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SPEEDING-UP THE 
RIKSDAG 
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NEW MECHANISM FOR 
SWEDISH PARLIAMENT

When Swedish Members of Parliament 
came back from their holiday this week they 


were presented with a wonderful new toy— 


an automatic voting mechanism which 1s 
believed to be wnique, writes Reuter from 
Stockholm. In each of the schoolboy-like 
desks at which the members of the Riksdag 
sit are two buttons, one green, marked “ Ja’”’ 
(aye), and the other red, marked ‘‘ Nej”’ 
(no). On a wall is a large board with lights 


arranged in threes on the plan of the seating | 


in the Chamber, three lights for each member. 

When a question is put to the vote the 
board lights up with white lights, and as 
the members press their buttons these hghts 
change to green or red, according as the 
vote is “ave:” or “no.” If the member 
wishes to abstain, he presses both his buttons 
and this also is indicated. After all have 
voted, the count .is taken automatically by 
ithe mechanism and the result appears on two 
boards on opposite sides of the Chamber, at 
the President's desk and at another spot to 
which a camera is directed. The camera 
shutter is clicked, thus photographing the 
result for record, and then pressure of a 
button by the President, clears all the boards 
for a fresh vote. : 

The cost of the mechanism is £3,500, and 
bi: entire vote can be recorded in barely a 
ginute—a great saving of time over the ald 
method of counting heads.

The water was lashed to foam as the shark 
seized the boy. His head was seen once 
above the surface, and then the shark re- 
tvrned to the attack and the boy disappeared. 
The two children, Roy and Jovce, had been 
hoiding a diving competition from a small 
jetty in front of a week-end cottage in which 
their parents were staying when the tragedy 
occurred. 

Joyce dived from the jetty into the water. 
Roy applauded her efforts, but said that he 
couid make less splash, and plunged into the 
bay. 

Just as he struck the water Joyce screamed 
with terror. A huge black fin cut through 
the water towards her. She saw the shark 
when it was a few feet away Then she saw 
her brother disappear in a swirl of foam, and 
she swam for the jetty a few feet away. 
Mrs. Inman, the boy’s mother, was sitting 
at the verandah of the cottage a few feet 
away when the boy was seized.

NEW MASCAGNI OPERA

MILAN, Wednesday. 


The first production anywhere of 
Mascagni’s opera, ‘‘ Nero,’’ provided the out- 
standing event of the season at La Scala to- 
night. There was an unusually brilliant 
audience, which included foremost musical 
critics; representing many countries, and the 
theatre was sold out at high prices 
Mascagni’s musical version of “ Nero,” 
which has often proved an attractive subject 
for composers in the past, is set to a libretto 
by the late Professor Tozzetti, who drew on 
a five-act drama written in 1871 by Pietro 
Cossa, a well-known playwright of his day. 
The action takes place in a disreputable 
drinking saloon in the first act, in the 
Emperor’s grounds in the second, and, finally, 
in the Triclinium and a lonely hut, where 
Nero commits suicide to escape from the 
people’s wrath. 

he first impression one gains from the 
opera is that the music is typical Mascagni 
and very tuneful. There are few choruses in 
it. It should appeal to the popular taste, 
but it remains to be seen whether this will 
afford sufficient compensation for the libretto,

NEW LIGHT ON ORIGINS 


— 


DDRESSING the Royal Philosophical 
A Society of Glasgow recently on 

‘‘ Hadrian’s Wall,” Sir George Mac- 
donald, K.C.B., said that the literary 
traditions regarding the great barrier were 
meagre in the extreme, but the scientific use 
of the spade during the past forty years had 
taught us much about it. ies 
Sir George, having described the existing 
remains, said that William Camden, the 
father of English history, believed that the 
mysterious earthwork known as the Vallum 
had been built by Hadrian, and the stone 
wall, with its forts and mile-castles, by 
Septimius Severus, After holding the field 
for more than two centuries, that theory had 
heen definitely disproved by Collingwood 
Bruce and his coadjutors, nearly a hundred 
years ago. Now the alternative explanation 
which they ge spent simple and convinc- 
ing as it had appeared to be, had in its turn 
been. found to be inadequate. 


COMPLICATED STORY 


The true story was very much more com- 
plicated. It had for some time been recog- 
nised that in the course of its long history 
the wall had been thrice broken down and 
thrice restored, and that the dates of these 
restorations. could be approximately deter- 
mined, while the idea that the Vallum was 
merely a civil boundary had also won general 
acceptance. 

The main result of recent research had been 
to throw a flood of light on the original 
scheme, It had been established that, while 
the wall was still in process of erection, a 
radical alteration was made in the plan, 
seemingly in order to effect the not incon- 
siderable saving of 10,000,000 cubic feet of 
rubble and lime. 

Again, the fragmentary wall of turf which 
came to light in 1895, had provided a series of 
clues of the highest value. Within the last 
two years it had been shown that in the first 
instance this wall ran all the way from the 
River Irthing to the Solway, a distance of 31 
Roman miles. Stone and lime were not easy 
to come by in that sector, and recourse was, 
therefore, had to material that lay ready to 
hand. Moreover, even the supply of sods gave 
out after a few miles, and from that point 
onwards the wall was built on earth and clay, 
a change that offered a striking parallel to 
what happened in the case of the Antonine 
rampart between Forth and Clyde.

that the clause of the Versailles Treaty relating to the demilitarisa- 


tion of the Rhineland applies also to the Saar.

Germany opposes 


Articles 42, 43 and 44 of the Treaty forbid the maintenance 
by Germany of any fortifications, either on the left bank of the 
Rhine or on the right bank to the West of a line drawn fifty kilo-

The maintenance there of armed forces and the holding of mili- 
tary manceuvres of all kinds are likewise forbidden. Roads, bridges,

GUARANTEES DEMANDED

NEW HOUSING BILL 
a — 


The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—The Overcrowding Ball is cer- 
tainly the most ambitious housing measure 
ever presented to Parliament, and in tts 
scope must satisfy even those who are most 
greedy for drastic action. The bill not 
only launches completely new proposals 
for new house-building; it also polishes 
up many of the dimmer patches in former 
legislation. Two of these amendments, 
which are incidental, but essential, to a 
new housing charter, are of special im- 
portance. The first amends the lav of 
compensation in relation to slum élear- 
ance schemes upon lines which must appeal 
to all who believe that slum clearance 
should be frustrated neither by expense 
nor by injustice. When the bill becomes 
law no property will in future be con- 
demned and* paid for at site value merely 
because it is a bad neighbotr. The reduc- 
tion factor, which established the inde- 
fensible principle that compensation 
should be reduced below full site value, 
according to the use to be made of the 
site compulsorily acquired, will be 
abolished, and some compensation will be 
paid when an owner can prove that he has 
done his best to keep his property habit. 
able. 

The main purpose of the bill is to 
secure, an ample supply of houses for the 
lower paid wage-earners, and to see that 
overcrowding, once removed, shall never 
recur. For this purpose the bill provides 
a definition. of overcrowding which will 
make universal the standards of accom- 
modation prevalent in well-administered 
modern housing estates, and ensure both 
comfort and decency. 

One section of the bill, however, adds 
The Times, which will, doubtless. com- 
mand the most immediate attention, is 
that which provides for a new and con- 
trolled subsidy for munictpal building. 
The main purpose of the bill, as defined 
above, will not be secured if the rents 
required for the new accommodaticn are 
too high. That might well mean, and has 
already sometimes meant, that rent 
absorbs too much of the family income 
for a proper standard of nourishment to 
be maintained. The subsidy clauses of 
the bill are designed to ensure satis- 
factorily low rents for the accommodation 
of a normal family. The new subsidy is 
ingeniously devised so as not to raise 
building costs, which the abolition of 
former subsidies has done much to lower.

T 6 o'clock yesterday evening the 

Senate looked unlikely material for 
an informative, philosophic, ironic, and 
(if possible) humorous article. In com- 
parison with the Dail it presents the 
appearance of a musical soirée, without 
the music, in| a Victorian drawingroom 
The Senate sits in a long rectangular 
room, with a large semi-circular alcove in 
one of the longer sides. In this alcove 
is the Chair. The members’ benches, 
although they scarcely could be called 
benches, are arranged in a wider semi- 
circle to face the alcove, and, unlike the 
Dail, these benches are not raised in 
steps towards the back row. This semi- 
circle of armchairs looks out of place in

THROWN ON COUNTY 
RATES 


A strange situation has arisen in the. affairs 
of the Dublin Board of Assistance.

IRISH PORK TRADE 
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The Free State’s exports of fresh pork to 
the United Kingdom declined by about 50,000 
cwts. in 1954, whereas her exports of bacon 
and hams inereased by about 170,000 cwts. 
During 1934 the Free State exported 141,248 
cwts. of fresh pork and 397,916 cwts. of bacon 
‘and hams to Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land. . These figures compare with 193,720 
and 227,704, respéctively, for 1933. 


During the week ended 12th January, 1935, 
the number of pigs’ bought in the Free State 
for curing or export was 21,679, compared 
with 18,314 in the corresponding week of 
1934, and 17,291 in 1933.
